SX COURT PLANS 
HINT COMPROMISE 


Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee Turns to Second 
Week of Fervid Oratory. 


| 


WASHINGTON, March 14—())— 
A half dozen counter-proposals held 
indefinite promise today of bringing 
about a peace by compromise in Wash- 
ington’s wordy warfare over the 
Roosevelt court reorganization bill. 

As the senate judiciary committee 


—aitself closely divided on the White 
ouse program—turned te its second 
week of hearings, these alternative 
propositions were most talked of: 

A constitutional amendment pro- 
posed by Senator Q’Mahoney, Demo- 
crat, Wyoming, to provide that two- 
thirds of the supreme court must con- 
cur if an act of congress is to be 
declared unconstitutional. 

An amendment, offered jointly by 
Senators Wheeler, Democrat, Mon- 
tana, and Bone, Democrat, Washing- 
ton, to give congress the power to 
reverse a supreme court decision in- 
validating an act of congress by a 
two-thirds vote of both houses. 

Mandatory Increase. 

A proposal by Senator Pittman, 
Democrat, Nevada, that the court be 
increased mandatorily from nine to 
15 justices, accompanied by a consti- 
tutional amendment barring future 
changes in the number of justices. . 

An amendment proposed by Senator 
Burke, Democrat, Nebraska, to re- 
quire the retirement of federal judyes 
upon reaching 75 years of age. 

A bill by Senator Norris, Independ- 
ent, Nebraska, to require, by legisla- 
tion, that at least seven of the nine 
Seeteees concur in invalidating legisla- 
ion. 

An indefnite proposal, discussed on 
Capitol Hill, but not yet formally 
suggested by anyone, to provide an 
increase of two in the membership 


'}of the high court. 


Mr. Roosevelt's bill, as it affects 
the supreme court, would empower 
him to appoint a new: member for 
every incumbent who has passed the 
age of 70 and who does not retire 
voluntarily, with a maximum of 15 
in the court’s membership. 

Up to now, the President has given 
no indication he favors any of the 
compromise proposals. He has eaid 
repeatedly that amendments would re- 
quire too munch time to meet the needs 
of the present situation. 

The Norris proposal was one of the 
plans discarded as unconstitutional by 
the President in the process of elimi- 
nation by which he decided upon the 
program he offered. Norris disagrees. 
but the President's advisors are of 
the opinion that the present court 
could declare the Norris hill invalid. 
with a consequent intensification of 
the present situation. 

Pittman holds the opinion that if 
the court increase requested by the 
President could be accompanied by 
assurances that further future in- 
creases were barred, much opposition 
to the White House plan. based upon 
a belief that it sets a dangerous 
precedent. would disappear.

France Feels Conditions

to go to war against each other were 
asked by Reichsfuhrer Adolf Hitler in 
his security pact note to London, au- 
thoritative sources said tonight. 


French officials said “France is 
willing, but this is insufficient to meet 
the needs.” They said they interpret- 
ed the purported proposal as a vir- 
tnal scuttling of the League of Na- 
tions. : 

Such mutual promises were embod- 
ied in the old Loeéarno treaty which 
was nullified when German troops 
marched back into the Rhineland last 
year. 
The gist of the German note. which 
officials said was almost identical 
with, that of Italy, called for a scheme 
whereby Britain and Italy would he 
substituted for the council of the 
League of Nations in designating an 
ageressor. they said. 

This. they ¢ontended. would para- 
lyze the French mntual assistance 
system and leave Premier Mussolini. 
of Italy, the fina) word since both 
Britain and Italy would have to agree 
on an aggressor in ease of conflict. 

Thus. officials pointed out. France's 
hands eonld be tied in the case of 
German-Polish, German-Czechoslovak- 
ian. or German-Russian conflict. 

The reported plan carries no guar- 
antee for Britain’s security but asks 
that’ Britain guarantee’ security to 
Belgium.

NEW YORK, March 14.—(UP)—< 
Hurrying like a latter-day Paul Re- 
vere to save his country, there ap- 
peared tonight G. L. Wenzel—“The' 
man of a million meals”’—who has 
dedicated his life to seeing that never 
again shall President Roosevelt have 
to eat salt fish four days in a row 
and not like it. } 

Mr. Wenzel’ heart was touched by 
Washington dispatches relating how 
the President got fish for lunch four 
days running and finally was forced 
to make diplomatic representations to 
the White House cook through Mrs. 
Roosevelt, who tendered what is known 
in capital circles as her “good offices” 
for adjudication of a dispute between 
two friendly powers. . Yes, Wenzel’s 
heart was touched and, more, than 
that, his ingenuity was challenged. 

Tonight triamph perched on the 
shoulders of “the man of a million 
meals” and he offered the President 
an eight-pound volume that seems to 
contain all there is to know and say 
about food. Let Mr. Wenzel speak 
for himself: 

“There are 3,000 recipes in the book 
from which over 1,000,000 different 


Pbalanced meals can be served. I esti- 
mate that there are enough different 
ood combinations in the book so that 
by the me President Roosevelt's 
grandchild,‘ Sistie Dall, has grand- 
children of her own, no two meals ex- 
actly alike need ever be served. 
“With this book in the White House 
‘kitchen, the American people need 
never again he concerned by another 
‘salt-fish’ episode.” 

Wenzel calls the eight-pound trea- 
tise “The Amefiean Menu ° Maker,” 
and it is full of charts, graphs; tables, 
statistics and colored illustrations of 
crimson . beef. It’s practically fool- 
proof, and for the layman it opens up 
new vistas in the art of preparing 
and eating food. 

Perhaps, for instance, you have al- 
ways thought that the color of food 
was. not important. Perish the 
thought. Wenzel says it’s vital. Hor- 
rible example: Serving buttered 
noodles and cauliflower together. Rea- 
son: “Buttered noodles and cauliflow- 
er are too much alike in color.” Laud- 
able combination:_ Fresh spinach and 
red cabbage. Reason: The contrast 
in red and green “makes the dish 
more attractive.”

Dixie Growers Tempted by 
7-Year High Price of 


14 1-3 Cents. 


NEW ORLEANS, March 13.—(P) 
Tempted by the highest prices in seven 
years—nearly 14 1-3 cents a pound— 
Dixie cotton planters are protecting 
their yet unplanted crop by selling 
part or all of it months in advance. 

The current upward swing, pushed 
along by heavy world consumption 
and purportedly aided by a Houston 
(Texas) concern’s “squeeze,” other- 
wise is a boon only to the Commodity 
Credit Corporation by reducing its 
loss on 12-cent loan cotton.

LONDON, March 14.—(4)-—Three 
months of a new reign have made it 
clear to Great Britain that what its 
critics termed the smart international] 
set—the fashionable group denounced 
by the Archbishop of Canterbury—is 
no longer welcomed by the British

George VI has turned the clock 
back, at least socially, to the days 
of his father. 

The smart set that surrounded Ed- 
ward VIII during his brief reign, 
called by the archbishop “alien to 
the best instincts and traditions” of 
Britain, is becoming reconciled to the 
fact it no longer has entree to the 
British court.

When all are in, the 
treasury expects collections to aggre- 
gate around $840,000,000, the highest 
March total since World War days.

New York city has Just been 
chosen 1936 grand prize winner of 
the traffic safety contest conducted 
by the National Safety Council. This 
means that New York was last year 
“the city which, in the opinion of 
judges, came nearest to doing for 
safety the maximum that can be 
done practically in that city.” It 
closed the year with a reduction of 
12.2 per cent in traffic deaths as 
compared with the showing in 1935 
and with a reduction of 17 per cent 
as compared with the average total 
for 1933-35. 


The dispatch announcing this 
record gives a list of safety awards 
to other communities. It is signifi- 
cant that not a single city of the 
deep south, not a single city in 
South Carolina, Georgia, Florida, 
Alabama, Mississippi and Louisiana 
is mentioned in this connection. 
Louisville and Lexington, in Ken- 
tucky, and Raleigh and High Point, 
in North Carolina, seem to have 
done fairly well in the interest of 
safety regulations and their enforce- 
ment. But one looks in vain for any 
trace of safety-mindedness on an ef- 
fective scale in Atlanta, Birmingham, 
Memphis or New Qrleans. 

All of which indicates that, in 
addition to its other troubles, the 
deeper south faces a crucial accu- 
mulation of traffic fatalities and in- 
juries. It is an umhappy state of 
affairs that cannot be too quickly 
faced and corrected, 

Just why safety standards should 
be of’so little consequence in the 
south, just why southerners should 
be so indifferent to their individual 
responsibility with respect to safe- 
ty, is a question not readily an- 
swered. Yet, if it be not answered 
without delay, we shall be paying 
by the nose for our nonchalance. 

Perhaps a parade such as Atlan- 
tans witnessed Wednesday will help 
to alter this psychology in this com- 
munity. The graphic presentation 
of the losses and horrors must have 
impressed the thousands of spec- 
tators drawn by this unique spec- 
tacle. This solemn procession of 
wrecks and warnings spoke with an 
eloquence beyond words in con- 
demning the irresponsible, or de- 
liberately dangerous, operation of 
automobiles. 


THE CHARM BUSINESS 

The visit last week of a “charm” 
lady to the Agnes Scott campus 
shows the far-reaching interest of 
young women in how to be charm- 
ing. According to a news story, 
the charm lady was kept busy for 
an entire week in answering ques- 
tions. Diets have been changed as 
a result of this visit—more fruit 
juices, less eggs, lighter lunches. 
Agnes Scott College should stand to 
make more profit on meals. 
_ Writing in the New Yorker on 
“The Charm Business,” Margaret 
Case Harriman says: 


The charm industry did a gross 
business around $7,000,000 last year. 
While you are reading this, some 
515.000 women all over the country 
are walking around their rooms on 
tiptoe, making large circles with the 
arms to promote bodilr grace; are 
learning to break the ice at social 
affairs by means of the short ejacu- 
lation (“Lovely party!” “Nice Weath- 
er!” “Smooth playing!"); and are 
looking at themselves steadily in their 
mirrors for 10 minutes at a time to 
discover what flaws remain. So far. 
only one student has proved unwilling 
to travel the road to charm all the 
way. “I have been looking at myself 
in my mirror steadily for 10 minutes 
a day for the past two weeks,” she 
wrote the school, “and I just can't 
stand it any longer.” 

The largést of this type of busi- 
ness is located at an apartment On 
Fifth avenue in New York, It has 
500,000 customers. Charm tricks 
are taught in correspondence 
courses. The cost of 10 lessons is 
$7.50. As Miss Harriman says: 
“The proper lead is suggested in 
Lessop IV of ‘How to Talk With 
Charm.’ ‘How do you do, Mr. Ex- 


perience? Did you hear the com- 
motion last night?’” 
The formula of another “charm” 
is concerning “50 per cent appear- 
ancé, 40 per cent personality and 
10 per cent etiquette.” This firm, 
however, does not neglect the in- 
gredients which appear less impor- 
tant. At the end of some lessons 
is appended a list of vows with 
which pupils are required to keep 
tryst, and some go pretty deep. “‘l 
will make my legs swing like 4 pen- 
dulum,” “1 will practice eating in 
front of a mirror,” “I will try al- 
ways to be in love,” are a few. 
But the sexy point of view comes 
out in lessons given by a charm in- 
stitute located in Rockefeller Cen- 
ter. Such questions as these are 
posed: “Does ‘kissing’ hold a 
man?” and “How to hold a man 
when you feel he ¥s slipping.” 
Charm is becoming a profession 
as well as an art. If women can 
become more charming as a result 
of lessons, the men should not pro- 
test. More power to the women. 


A HOPEFUL TREND 

Governmental trends in the Amer- 
icas are emphasized by the recur- 
ring reports of sustained interest in 
the nations of South America in the 
plea by President Roosevelt in his 
address before the Buenos Aires 
conference for democratic govern- 
ment. 


One of the reasons for the formu- 
lation of the Monroe Doctrine in 
1823 was America’s opposition to 
autocratic government. The United 
States, as well as Great Britain, fa- 
vored democratic and representa- 
tive government and one of the 
principles of the Monroe Doctrine 
is nonextension of the European po- 
litical system to the western hemi- 
sphere. 


In recent years autocratic sys- 
tems have been set up in several 
Latin-American countries. President 
Roosevelt showed his concern for 
democratic government when he 
said in his Buenos Aires speech: ‘If 
then, by making war in our midst 
impossible, and if within ourselves 
and among ourselves we can give 
greater freedom and fulfillment to 
the individual lives of our citizens, 
the democratic form of representa- 
tive government will have justified 
the high hopes of the liberating 
fathers. Democracy is still the hope 
of the world. If we in our gen- 
eration can continue its successful 
applications in the Americas, it will 
spread and supersede other meth- 
ods by which men are governed 
and which seem to most of us to 
run counter to our ideals of human 
liberty and human progress.” 

The dangers of war in the west- 
ern hemisphere will be lessened if 
democratic government is firmly es- 
tablished. Europe has been on the 
verge of war for many months, 
largely because of the prevalence of 
autocratic forms of government— 
Fascism and Communism. 

In stressing the benefits of demo- 
cratic government, President Roose- 
velt urged: 


That we maintain and defend the 
democratic form of -constitutional rep- 
resentative government. 

That through such government we 
can more greatly provide a wider dis- 
tribution of culture, of education, of 
thonght and of free expression. 

That through it we can obtain a 
greater security of life for our citi- 
zens and a more equal opportunity for 
them to prosper. 

That through it we can best foster 
commerce and the exchange of art and 
science between nations; that through 
it we can avoid the rivalry of arma- 
ment, avert hatred and encourage 
good will and true justice. 

That through it we offer hope for 
peace and a more abundant life to 
the peoples of the whole world. 

Fascism and Communism mean 
super-government. There is no 
free play of the individual under 
such governments; he exists for the 
good of the state. An educational 
institution ceases to search for the 
truth and becomes a propaganda 
agency under such governments. 
Newspapers and radio systems are 
used, not to disseminate informa- 
tion, but to act as mouthpieces of 
the government. 

A real democratic government 
can bring about a more abundant 
life for the people. Autocratic 
forms like Fascism and Communism 
make slaves of the people. 

Certainly the western hemisphere 
will be better off if it beware of 
these governmental snares, and 
there is ground for optimism in the 
evidences that our Latin-American 
brothers are awakening to that fact.

HEALTH TALKS 


Consensus of the authorities on nu- 
trition as summarized in the red book 
“Building Vitality” is that insufficient 
Vitamin A intake is accountable for 
the followigg disorders: 

Xerophthalmia (dry eyes, failur® of 
lacrimal glands to secrete tears, ul- 
ceration of cornea), nyctalopia (night- 
blindness), keratinization or harden- 
ing and horny degeneration of epi- 
thelium of mucous membranes which 
weakens the first line of defense 
against infection, especially against 
cri (“colds” to you, dimwit), sinusi- 
tis, ear infections, mastoiditis, ade- 
noids, and a degenerative change in 
nervous tissues which may possibly 
explain multiple sclerosis, neuralgia 
and other obscure diseases of the 
nerves, . . Insufficient vitamin A 
affects the skin—there are likely to 
be boils, impetigo or excessive dryness 
with a papular eruption resembling 
acne but without pustules. As the 
skin becomes dry and scaly, the hair 
loses its luster—indeed vitamin A may 
do more ior a poor complexion than 
costly cosmetics can, 

That’s a formidable view of vitamin 
A, but I was anxious to give a fair 
report of what good authorities be- 
lieved about it at the time I prepared 
the booklet (1935). 

Today the case for vitamin A seems 
to be growing weaker and weaker. |! 
am speaking now not as an authority 
cn nutrition—I would not be an au- 
thority on anything, for I like to have 
convictions, and an authority with 
convictions never gets anywhere while 
he’s alive (vide the life of Pasteur). 

Nearest approach to an actual clini- 
cal test of vitamin A deficiency we 
have is the ability of the individual to 
perceive dim spots of light in a to- 
tally darkened room. A rough and 
ready test is one’s own realization of 
difficulty in seeing in the dark—un- 
accustomed difficulty. But, after all. 
these are not specific tests, and sueh 
nightblindness may be due to other 
causes than nutritional deficienecy. 

As it seems to me, all of the evi- 
dence available is circumstantial, and 
although I can get quite serious or 
even morhid ahout deficiencies of vita 
mins B, G and PD and sometimes even 
Chere in Americe: whenever I read 
cr hear anything about vitamin A I 
am conscious of an impulse to yell 
“Oh, yeah?” In other words, the evi- 
dence that anything else than vitamin 
D is concerned in the nutritional de- 
Sicjencies the laboratory investigators 
ascribe to the apocryphal A is, to my 
mind, not convincing. 

On the practical side. according to 
biological assay, fresh milk, evaporat- 
ed milk. condensed milk, cheese, raw 
or canned peas, raw or canned tomate 


or tomato juice, eggs, butter. liver’ 


lettuce, prunes, carrots, string beans, 
etc., are adequate sources of vitamin 
A even in the quantities of these foods 
in the average American dietary.

Of course this country will consider 
the source and laugh it off, but the 
outbreak has entirely undone all the 
expenditure of diplomatic salve and 
butter lavished on our badge-wearing, 
sedentary officials in connection with 
the Olympic games and all the syn- 
thetic good will shown the American 
tourists who went to Germany to see 
what they could see and came away 
beguiled. 

‘A people who put their feet on 
the table, keep their hats on indoors 
and spit chewing gum against the 
walls,” is what little Joe had to say 
of the American nation, and he pass- 
ed fdr publication a mysterious threat 
of the Nazi government to take an

QUESTIONS I'VE BEEN ASKED

Mississippi, we are advised, has ap- 
propriated a sum of $100,000 for ad- 
vertising its invitation to industry and 
its plan of economic development. 
First copy will appear in the May 
issues of a national magazine. The 
poorest of all the states in wealth 
per capita has become a rebel agairst 
its low rank. It is going in for bet- 
ter days, and, in determination upon 
such days, it is willing\to organize, 
to sacrifice, to work, to maneuver, to 
advertise. It isn’t necessary to agree 
with Mississippi’s immediate ideal to 
be thrilled at the spectacle of a south- 
ern state determined thus upon im- 
proving its economic lot and willing 
to go the limit in measures for that 
improvement. 

The pity is that the south as a 
whole has not an organization and a 
great budget for realizing upon its 
present opportunities. An organiza- 
tion belonging exclusively neither to 
industry nor to agriculture, an or 
ganization taking no part in politics 
for or against the New Deal, an or- 
ganization avoiding the controversial 
matters which divide southerners and 
concentrating solely upon measures 
obviously beneficial to the whole peo- 
ple of the south.

LEGALIZED GAMBLING 
PROTESTED BY PASTOR 


Increased Criminality Would 
Result, Says Dr. Newton 
in Letter to Harris. 


A letter scoring pending legislation 
aimed at legalizing slot machine, dog 
and horse races and other activities 


was sent yesterday by Dr. Louie D. 
Newton, pastor of Druid Hills Bap- 
tist church, to Speaker Roy V. Har- 
ris, of the house of representatives. 

The letter follows: 

“T note that the house will address 
itself primarily to measures bearing 
upon revenue in the next few days, 
and we all realize the heavy respon- 
sibility upon you as speaker and upon 
every member of the house in finding 
sufficient sources of revenue to meet 
the demands of the tentative budget 
for the next two fiscal years. 

“However urgent and pressing these 
budget demands may be, respect- 
fully urge that there are some things 
which are dearer than dollars and 
cents—accepted sanctities of childhood 
and womanhood and manhood—and 
these should not be jeopardized by 
compromise at any time nor under 
any circumstance. 

“I refer to certain measures now 
pending before the house by which 
gambling would be legalized in a num- 
ber of ways, and the sole argument 
brought forward for these iniquitous 
measures is the small amount of 
money which the state would realize 
by license fee The bills to legalize 
slot mbekinns. Wee races, horse races, 
30-day divorces, the open saloon, and 
others—all urged for the purpose of 
the money they will provide—are cal- 
culated to bring untold misery, im- 
measurable shame, and_ increasing 
criminality within our borders. 

“One has but to visit centers where 
slot machines, dog races, horse races 
and other legalized gambling obtain to 
be convinced of the far-reaching harm 
to youth and to mature people alike. 
I understand that Jacksonville has 
just voted to stop these devices of 
gambling, but not until the people had 
suffered much damage from their 
presence. Such agencies attract the 
highly trained crooks of the cquntry 
fo prey upon our boys and girls, teach- 
ing them to gamble, to steal, to drink 
and to become criminals. 

“Our peace officers and _ courts 
have a hard enough time now to deal 
with the evils of organized crime. Our 
parents have all they can cope with 
now in trying to rear their children 
to become good citizens, Our young 
people have enough temptation thrust 
upon them already. Surely no pres- 
sure for revenue can justify an in- 
crease of these circumstances which 
tend to destroy the sanctities of the 
home.”

152VOLUNE HISTOR 
OF WORLD WAR READ 


Carnegie Endowment Pro- 
ject Has Been 13 Years in 
the Making. 


NEW YORK, March 14.—(4)—The 
completion of a work of epic propor- 
tions—a 152-volume, “Social and Eco- 
nomie History of the World War’— 
was announced today by Dr. James T. 
Shotwell in behalf of his many col- 
laborators. 

The almost incredibly vast project, 
said Dr. Shotwell, director of the di- 


vision of economics and history of the | 


Carnegie Endowment for Internation- 
al Peace, was begun in 1914 and 
among its authors and editors were 35 
war-time cabinet members. 

Within the covers of the great book, 
he said, were data which if read and 
understood would be a preventive of 


war, adding the “final lesson” of the 
last great conflict was that “no na- 
tion is safe as long as this technique 
of war is practicec by great nations 
... that modern war is as contagious 
as the plague.”’ 

More than 200,000 individual] vol- 
umes of the serfes have been printed 
in the original languages in which 
they were written—English, Italian, 
French, German, Norwegian, Swedish, 
Danish, Ozech and Hungarian. A se- 
ries on Russia published in English 
was declared to have been written by 
persons formerly in high place in the 
Czarist government. 

It was found impossible, said Dr. 
Shotwell, to make accurate measure- 
ments of .war losses—in life and in 
economics, but, he added, accepting a 
common estimate of 10,000,000 dead 
and 2,500,000 missing, “we can get 
some idea of the vastness of the trag- 
edy for all countries.” 

“The only bulwark for peace is co- 
operation through those institutions 
dedicated to, that purpose, the Lencue 
of Nations and the international labor 
organization.”

The crew 
had been fighting a fire in No. 3 
hold for three days. 

After waiting 1 hour 45 minutes 
for the naval cruiser to arrive. the 
passengers were ferried across rough 
seas to the Louisville. 

The large launch in which they 
were carried rocked and pitched in 
the waves slapping its sides. 

In 40 minutes they were aboard the 
cruiser and on their way to Hono- 


lulu, leaving the Silverlarch crew of 
45 men under Captain F. H. Hender- 
son to fight the fire.

Increase Reported. 

In February, 1929, T. CG. I. pro- 
duced 93,415 ingots of steel. In the 
same month of this year, 124,336 in- 
gots were turned out of overtaxed 
mills.

CUMBERLAND, Md., March 14.— 
(P)—Jail attaches said today Gilbert 
Crabtree, 45, WPA worker, had shown 
no inclination to appeal from a sen- 
tence of ten lashes given him on a 
charge of beating his ill wife, mother 
of six children. 

Sheriff Kemp had indicated he would 
administer the lashing tomorrow if 
Crabtree decided not to appeal.

The officer making the arrest said 
he found both the woman's eyes black- 
ened and she was bleeding from the

The paradoxical behavior of alco- 
hol calories for the underweight lies 
In the fact that the thin man who 
drinks invariably does not eat ss he 
should. If he does eat while drinking, 
he often loses his food. The digestive 
apparatus of the nervous underweight 
is none too good at best, and there 
Is evidence that alcoho! further inter- 
feres with and prevents the proper 
digestion and assimilation of food. 
Also, when a large part of the calorie 
intake is derived from alcohol, a se- 
Tious lack of vitamins develops and 
nervous symptoms appear, so that he 
does not get the rest he needs.

WEAK REBIDS IN THE 
RESPONDER’S SUIT. 


A player should not bid a weak 
hand when he can safely pass the 
opening bid. The response in a long 
weak suit is made only when holding 
a void or singleton in partner's suit. 
Having made a weak suit take-out of 
this sort, responder should not rebid 
if he can safely pass the opener’s 
second bid. '

responder should take out an open- 
ing one spade bid with two diamonds, 
Now, if the opener bids two no 
trump, responder should rebid three 
diamonds, for his hand is worthless 
at no trump, but if the opener bids 
two hearts. he should pass. 

Usually the responder should not 
rebid any weak hand when the open- 
er rebids his suit, for the opener may 
have a long suit of his own and be 
weak in the responder's suit. In such 
cases the contract will have been in- 
creased unnecessarily. With a seven- 
card suit and a void in a partner’s 
suit, the rebid should be made; with 
a singleton in partner's suit or with 
only a six-card suit, partner's rebid 
should be passed. 

TODAY'S HAND. 

There is a great temptation in cer- 
tain hands to shade the requirements 
for an opening two bid, if a player 
falls into this temptation he is not 
greatly to be censured. But it is in- 
excusable to make two bidding er- 
rors in the same hand, as South did 
in the one shown below.

Soath’s hand was almost as well suit- 
ed to no trump play as it was to 
hearts, and certainly there was no 
reason to fear that 10 tricks could 
not be made. ‘Moreover, there was the 
added danger that a five-heart bid 
might influence North to stretch a 
little further and bid six, for which 
South could tell there would be no 
play. While it is highly desirable 
to play a hand at the right suit, it 
sometimes is even more important to 
stay at the proper level!

UNCLE RAY’S CORNER 


I—THE MIGHTY SAHARA. 
The Arabian desert is of great size, 
and so is the desert region in the 


southwestern part of the United 
States, but neither compares with the 
Sahara, the world’s largest desert. 
The total area of the Sahara has been 
figured at 3,500,000 square miles, 
meaning that it is larger than either 
Canada or the United States. 


If the Sahara desert were laid over 
North America. 


The name “Sahata” came from an 
Arabic word mean “waste,” and 
in general it fits the facts very well. 
The desert stretches from the Atlas 
mountains in northwestern Africa 
eastward to the Nile valley. Sometimes 
the Nubian desert, east of Egypt is 
classed as part of the Sahara. 

Vast stretches of the Sahara 


are 


sand forms into dunes. The sand 
dunes are hills which rise to heights 
of from 400 to 500 feet. Slowly they 
move about, thanks to the winds which 
blow grains of sand in one direction 
or another. 

It is not clearly known just how 


all that sand got there, but scientists 


say the region at one time was covered 
by a great sea. The beating of — 
against rocks would wear away the 
rocks and make sand. 


Besides the sandy parts, there are 
great sections of the Sahara covered 
with stones and boulders. There also 
are mountain regions, with peaks ris- 
ing to heights of from 5,000 to 8,800 
feet. Some of the peaks are snow-cap- 
ped from time to time. 

In the heart of the Sahara are 
mountains which enjoy several inches 
of rainfall each year. Little etreams 
trickle down the slopes and join to 
form rivers. The rivers, however, come 
to an end (or at least go underground) 
after flowing out into the sandy 
wastes, 

Here and there the mighty desert 
is dotted with green patches known 
as “oases.” These are places supplied 
with water from springs or wells 
which rise from underground rivers 
or lakes. 

Wild animals live in some parts, 
but not in great number. They dwell 
chiefly in the highlands, and around 
the oases. Sahara animals include 
turtles, liaards, chameleons, snakes, 
and porcupines. Some of the snakes 
have poisonous bites, and there is one 
—the python—which is dangerous 
cause it can wrap its thick, strong- 
muscled body around a man and ¢rush 


him. 

A bird of the Sahara, the rufus 
warbler, gives warning of snakes by 
crying out sharply whenever it sees 
one. Another bird, the yellow barhet, 
cries loudly after it catches sight of 
a jackal. Ostriches were fairly com- 
mon in former times in some parts of 
the desert, but now they are few and 
far between.

Dieties of Ancient Race Are 
Depicted in Weird 
Colors. 


OAXACA, Mexico, March 14. 
A picture of .the life of sae 


Zapotecs was believed unfol today 
in the opening of newly d¥scovered 
tombs at Monte Alban, near here. 

Alfonso Caso, archaeological direc- 
tor in the region, said he believed in- 
formation yielded by the tombs would 
help scientists greatly in reconstruct- 
ing the Civilization of the Zapotecs. 

He expressed belief that one tomb, 
cruciform in shape, would prove the 
most valuable source of information 
because of the freshness of paintings 
on its walls. The paintings depict in 
vivid blue, red, yellow, black and 
white allegories relating to the Za po- 
tec dieties. There also were repre- 
sentations of animals and inscriptions 
of Zapotec numerology.

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COUNCIL GIVES FACTS | 


ON CANCER TD LAYMEN 


Internal Growths Can Be 
Detected in Early Stages, 
Society Advises. 


NEW YORK, March 14.—(P)— 
Facts that the average man may rely 
upon; if he faces cancer, were set 
forth today by a newly formed can- 
cer council of the American Society 
for the Control of Cancer. 

The council answered a series of 
laymen’s questions presented by the 
National Association of Science Writ- 
ers. 

Cancer was declared the “greatest 
health problem before us today—its 
death rate nearly three times that of 
tuberculosis.” 

One of the questioners. asked, 
whether in view of the fact that can- 
cer recognized early is curable, ef- 
forts should be concentrated imme- 
diately on discovering how to rec- 
ognize early cancer. : 

The council answered that attempts 
for many years to discover such tests 
have failed. 

Another questioner asked if it is 
possible to detect in early curable 
stages any types of internal cancer. 

“Under certain circumstances,” was 
the reply, “it is possible to detect in 
early stages cancer of the stomach 
and the intestines. In other cases, for 
no apparent reason, there are few if 
any discernible symptoms. In the 
case of kidney tumors, blood in the 
urine is probably significant.” 

Periodic examination of everyone 
by X-rays to catch early cancer was 
declared impracticable. X-rays, the 
council said, are, however, so impor- 
tant in suspicious cases that their 
cost should be reduced where necessary 
by private or public subsidy.
